These nearly 400,000 men would have been enough 
to man 27 infantry divisions at their World WaT 
II strength. That's equivalent to about a fifth of all 
the men we put into the Pacific theater. 
The government figures that it cost $16,000 per 
case—or 9640,000,000 in all—to handle the servicemen 
inactivated by heart disease during the war. 
The 
Navy estimates that it lost 4,000,000 man-day s be­ 
cause of rheumatic fever and related 
rheumatic 
heart disease. 
The shocking fact in all these statistics is that we 
are here talking about y oung men, not oldsters who 
might be expected to exhibit signs of declining 
health. 
The military’s experience in World War II may 
well be repeated in the current crisis. 
It’s too early 
y et for any general figures. 
But the Pittsburgh 
Press, analyzing draft rejections in that area, reports 
that one out of every eight men turned down has 
an organic heart disturbance. 
When we are trying to find sufficient able-bodied 
y oung men to man our expanding military establish­ 
ment, we feel keenly the effect of such deep ravag­ 
es in the nation’s health. High rejection rates plague 
our top soldiers, and are a compelling factor in de­ 
mands for broader draft laws which will assure us a 
really safe manpower backlog. 
But the dilemma in this field is only a small part 
of the heart disease puzzle. 
In 1948, last y ear for

638,000 people died of this ailment in America.

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Faithful Public Compüanc 
Can Speed End or Controls

WTASHINGTON— (NEA)—To u n d erstan d fu lly the seemin gly tight 
™ wage an d price .freezes an n ou n ced Jan . 25 an d the thaws which 
began appearin g on the followin g Mon d ay, it is n ecessary to u n d er­ 
stan d Eric John ston ’s philosophy. 
The n ew head cf the Econ omic 
Stabilization Agen cy spelled this ou t rather clearly in his brief ap­ 
pearan ce before Sen . Joseph C. O'Mahon ey’s Join t Con gression al Eco­ 
n omic Committee. 
Not mu ch atten tion was paid to it then becau se 
the n ews was lost in the more sen sation al freeze ord ers which came a 
few hou rs later. 
Eric John ston ’s main thesis is that “Wage an d price Con trols can n ot 
be effectiv e lon g.” Experien ce in the last war backs u p this statemen t. 
When people got tired of con trols, they fou n d ways to ev ad e them. 
This was ju st as tru e of con su mers as it was of prcd u cr:s an d d is­ 
tribu tors. 
On \v a”£ S it was ju st as tru e cf employes as of employers. 
Fin ally the whole system broke d own . 
For all these reason s, Mr. John ston say's, “We mu st get rid of con ­ 
trols at the earliest possible momen t.” 
This d oesn 't mean that con trols are goin g to be lifted systematically, 
on e or two a d ay, till they’re all gon e. What it implies is that wherev er 
the con trols are fou n d to be u n fair, wherev er they seem to be cau sin g 
more in flation in stead of less, they will be mod ified . 
The objectiv e of the con trols is to stabilize the pu rchasin g power 
of the d ollar, with a fair relation ship between wages en d prices. 
When this stability has been achiev ed , con trols can be remov ed . 
Before this can be d on e, howev er, the fu n d amen tal cau ses cf the 
in flation mu st be cu red , says Mr. John ston . He says this can be d on e, 
first, by in creasin g prod u ction of good s an d serv ices. 
If there is an 
abu n d an t su pply of thin gs, prices shou ld come d own au tomatically. 
Secon d , the su pply of mon ey mu st be kept in lin e with the qu an tity 
of prod u ction an d with the qu an tity of good s an d serv ices av ailable 
for pu rchase. 


QINCE the start of the Korean war, Mr. John ston poin ts ou t there has 
^ been a $6 billion in crease in the su pply of mon ey. 
There has 
been an S3 billion in crease in cred it. 
An d the tu rn ov er of d eman d 
d eposits is higher than it has been in 13 years. 
To cu re these cau ses of in flation , it will be n ecessary to keep con ­ 
trols ov er the priv ate su pplies of crcd it. 
An d it will be n ecessary to 
balan ce the fed eral gov ern men t’s bu d get for as lon g as two or three 
years in a row. 
What this implies primarily is that there mu st be 
heav y fed eral taxation . 
Bu t all these cir*stic measu res are n eed ed 
to restore con fid en ce in the d ollar. 
Mr. John ston says this is primarily the problem of the American 
people. 
It is n ot ju st the problem of some temporary bu reau crats in 
Washin gton ., If the people u n d erstan d the n ecessity for wage an d 
price con trols, they will liv e u p to them. No con trols can be effectiv e 
u n less people realize it’s for their own best in terests. 
Bu t if fu ll 
complian ce is obtain ed , then , says Mr. John ston , “we can cu re the 
in flation ary fev er an d retu rn to a sou n d bod y politic.” 
Somethin g of this same philosophy seems to be gu id in g Mr. John ­ 
ston ’s boss, Charles E. Wilson , head of ODM—the Office of De­ 
fen se Mobilization . 
Back of the v ariou s ord ers which hav e gon e ou t 
from the Nation al Prod u ction Au thority—limitin g 
the u se of n atu ral 
ru bber, copper, alu min u m, n ickel an d 
tin—is not ju st a d esire to shu t 
d own civ ilian prod u ction . 
These ord ers 
are regard ed as temporary. 
There is hope that ev en tu ally the ord ers can be lifted .

Activity Reaches 
Peak In December 
----------- 
State College,— (^P)— Industrial ; 
activity in 
Pennsylvania 
during 
December reached 
the 
highest 
level on record for that month, a 
survey disclosed today. 
The Pennsylvania State College 
Bureau of Business Research re- j 
ported the 
activity index 
stood 
at 210, a gain of 31 points over 
December, 1949. 
However, the 
survey 
showed 
the activity was a point lower 
than November. 
A ctivity for 1950 averaged 199, 
a new high and an increase of 12 
per cent 
from 1949, 
employee 
year. 
The index uses the years 1935- 
39 as 100 and is based on indus­ 
trial power sales, employee hours 
in manufacturing, and coal pro­ 
duction. 
The survey showed that indus­ 
trial power sales, factory payrolls, 
average hourly and weekly earn­ 
ings 
in 
manufacturing, 
bank 
debits, postal receipts, telephone 
and department store sales reach­ 
ed an all-time high during De­ 
cember. 
Building contracts in December 
reached an all-time 
high. 
Steel 
plants ran at 96.7 
per cent 
of 
capacity, according to the report 
and set a new 
December record 
for output. 
Factory employment was up 11 
per cent from 
1949, 
employee 
hours 16 per cent and payrolls 28 
per cent. Gains in activity were 
larger in the durable goods in­ 
dustries than in the non-durable 
industries. 
The cost of living soared to an 
all-time record of 178.1 for De­ 
cember. It represented a rise of 
6 per cent over the previous year 
and 1.6 per cent over November. 
The coal industry failed to re­ 
flect the otherwise high industrial 
activity, 
the 
report 
shows. 
A l­ 
though both types of coal produc­ 
tion were above 1949, bituminous 
coal production was 
the 
lowest 
since 1938 and anthracite output

Failure of light industries to 
ahow expansion prevented the fac­
